This case relates to a proposal from the New Mangalore Port Trust 
(NMPT) for retrospective determination of wharfage charges on iron ore 
exported during 1997-98 by the Kudremukh Iron Ore Co. Ltd., (KIOCL) from the 
New Mangalore Port,

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2. The KIOCL is a major bulk operator at the NMPT. A Memorandum of 
Understanding (MOU) signed between the NMPT and the KIOCL provides that 
wharfage rates will be calculated retrospectively with reference to actual 
expenditure figures available from final figures of accounts. In pursuance of this 
provision, and in endorsement of a request to the effect from the KIOCL, the 
NMPT has proposed a retrospective determination of wharfage charges on iron 
ore exported during 1997-98 by the KIOCL from the New Mangalore Port. 

3. The NMPT have stated that the wharfage rate for the iron ore exported by 
KIOCL through NMPT is calculated with reference to actual expenditure incurred 
during the year concerned. The methodology of fixation of wharfage rates in 
respect of KIOCL is in accordance with the decision taken in the intersecretarial 

meeting between Secretary, MOST and Secretary, Steel held on 27 May 92. It 
has also taken into consideration the sharing of certain elements of expenditure 
between MRPL, KIOCL and NMPT as per bilateral agreements between the 
users concerned & the NMPT. The sharing of maintenance dredging 
expenditure is tentatively apportioned to the three parties on the basis of quantity 
of traffic handled by each of parties for the year 1997-98, The Port Trust Board 
has approved the proposed wharfage rate in its meting held on 28 January 99 
vide Resolution No.137. The agreed rate for the year 1997-98 is Rs.27.53 PMT. 
It was Rs.28.15 PMT for the year 1996-97. The KIOCL, after verification of 
records have confirmed the rate and have settled the dues. 
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4. In the result, and for the reasons given above, the proposal of the NMPT 
for fixation of wharfage rate for iron ore exported by the KIOCL during 1997-98 
from New Mangalore Port @ Rs.27.53 PMT is approved.
